Sixty years ago todpy,. Gettysburg 
was a hamlet iii every sense of the 
word, but a busy, bustling one, at 
that, for the National Cemetery was 
to 
la« 
dedicat'd 
and 
President 
Abraham Lincoln was to be here and 
deliver un address. 
^ 
Only a handful of the 25,000 men, 
women and children who swarmed 
the National Cemetery is alive today 
to recall the occasion, in which the 
address of President Lincoln over- 
hhadows all other events as the years 
stretch out behind. 
To many in the crowd that day 
was a holiday, an excuse to wear 
good clothes, to cheer and talk and 
laugh. A chance for some to see the 
President 
and 
shake hi* hand; to 
others a pilgrimage to tho shrine of 
their beloved dead. 
The horrors of July, when three 
flays marked the death of 6,000 men, 
were 
momentarily 
forgotten. 
The 
battle was discussed, of course. Ex­ 
citement ran 
high 
as train after 
train 
swelled 
the 
ewr-increasing 
c roved*. 
, 
Dr. Henry Jacobs, of the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary', Philadelphia, 
formerly a resident of Gettysburg, is 
one of the few persons who remem­ 
ber November 19, 1863, as though it 
was yesterday. JI© was a boy at the 
♦im©, and filled with the curiosity of 
small boys he pushed and squirmed 
his way through the jam at the 
Cemetery until be stood at the foot 
of the platform. 
Edward Everett spoke first and he 
addressed the crowd for one hour and 
fifty-seven rn'notes, Dr. Jacobs say*. 
Mr. Lincoln sat on the platform all the 
time in a rude, little stHT-backed chair, 
hard and uncomfortable, but he hard­ 
ly ever moved. 
’’Everett’s speech ta forgotten. No 
one living, perhaps, remembers his al­ 
lusions to Demosthenes, Plato, Gird 
BacoD and the European wars. 
The 
••rowd grew restless, but Lincoln re­ 
mained impassive, almost immovable. 
“Everett’s

finished, 
the 
crowd biwa toed more freely. 
Then: 
“Lincoln took a meta ll ic spectacle

steel glasses near the tip of his nose. 
Then, reaching into his side pocket,

llirh way Patrol Division in Gettys­ 
burg to Have Charge of Examina­ 
tions For This Section. 


In order that tho highways may be 
made safe for tho law-abiding auto­ 
mobile driver, ail applicants for driv­ 
ers’ licenses must in the future sub­ 
mit to an examination as to their fit­ 
ness, their ability to operate a motor 
vehicle and their knowledge of the 
Jaws of Pennsylvania and rules of tht 
road. 
The new motor patrol, one di­ 
vision of which is to be located in 
Gettysburg, will have powers to con­ 
duct examinations, it is announced. 
Stations at which new applicants 
for re u se s to operate motor vehicle* 
will be examined are to l>e established 
in various part, of the State nfter 
January I, official!* of the highway de­ 
portment announced Sunday, ami ru­ 
mors that the division of the high­ 
way patrol in Gettysburg wiM conduct 
one of these stations at this place ave 
current. 
Under an act passed by the 1023 
legislature, all persons applying for* 
drivels' licenses must be examined as 
to their fitness, their ability to op­ 
erate a motor vehicle and their knowl­ 
edge of Pennsylvania laws and rules 
of the road. 
It is untended to conduct examina­ 
tions at stated periods under super­ 
vision of members of the motor pa- j 
trol, said Paul D. W right, department 
secretary. 
j 
“The examination will consist of an 
act*-a1 demonstration of the applicant's 
ability to handle a motorcar and his 
knowledge of the car’s mechanism, 
coupled witu an inquiry as to what he 
knows of tho rules of the road and 
state laws,” Mr. W right added. 
Under the law, prospective drivers 
first must obtain a learner’s permit, 
good for thirty days, within which an 
trrttm nation will ho given and an op­ 
erator’s license will be issued to those 
passing the test. 
For thoee who fail a second oppor­ 
tunity is provided, the learner’s license 
to continue in effect, “but not for any 
considerable length of time.”
